BABrS LIFE 


A SHOPPER who saved the life of an 
eight-week-old baby by copying first 
aid techniques she had seen on hospi¬ 
tal TV drama Casualty has been hail¬ 
ed a hero by the tot’s grateful mum. 

Mandy Briscoe (53) was at the checkout of 
the Iceland store in the Harvey Centre when 
she heard baby Kianna’s mum Kerry Shaw 
screaming hysterically. 

“I had just put my cash card in the machine 
when I heard a lady screaming ‘my baby, my 
baby’,” Mandy told the Star. 

“I turned round and saw the mother franti¬ 
cally trying to hand her baby, who had 
stopped breathing and was blue by that point, 
to someone else to help. It was horrifying.”

Mandy, who lives in Broadfields, Harlow, 
suffers from severe anxiety and said it was 
completely out of character for her to respond 
as she did. 

“Normally in a situation like that I would 
run away from the crowd, not towards it,” she 
said. “But there was this voice in my head that 
said to save the baby and so I just abandoned 
everything and started running. 

“When I finally got to the baby I just 
grabbed her, threw her over my shoulder and 
hit her back with cupped hands whilst blow¬ 


ing in her face. I then started to undress 
her to give her some air. 

“It was a mixture of things I had been 
taught to do on my daughter years ago as she 
suffered from asthma, and also techniques 
that I’d seen on Casualty .” 

Mandy, who has never had any profession¬ 
al medical training, said it seemed ages until 
Kianna finally started to cry. 

“I remember just being so relieved when 
she started crying. I held her up so everyone 
could see and then kissed her,” she said. 
“Everyone was applauding.” 

“Someone told me afterwards that I had 
been whispering ‘you are not going to die on

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Hundreds protest at 
farmland homes

HUNDREDS of angry residents took to the 
streets on Saturday in protest at proposals 
for a huge residential development on a 
swathe of farmland off Gilden Way. 

Clutching homemade banners and placards calling 
on councillors to reject the plans, the protestors gath¬ 
ered at the roundabout linking Gilden Way with 
Churchgate Street before marching through Old 
Harlow. 

Passing motorists sounded their 
horns in support with the demonstra¬ 
tors who are opposed to plans to build 
1,200 homes, new shops and commu¬ 
nity facilities on the 49-hectare site 
bordered by historic Harlowbury 
Chapel and the Gibberd Garden. 

The two-hour protest was co-ordi¬ 
nated by the Churchgate Street 
Residents’ Association with the back¬ 
ing of Harlow Civic Society. 

Association chairman Robin 
McCartney said afterwards he was not 
surprised by the huge turnout. 

“Considering the strength of feeling 
on this issue I was not at all surprised by the number 
of people who turned out to show their support for 
the campaign,” he said. 

“The fact is there simply isn’t the infrastructure to 
support such a huge new development. If it goes 
ahead. Old Harlow will effectively lose its green 
wedge and any new estate will be in such an elevat¬ 
ed position it will dominate the landscape in this part 
of the town.” 

Mr McCartney said the group now planned to 
stage a second protest outside the Civic Centre ahead 
of the annual council meeting on May 26 when the 
Conservative administration will determine its new 
committee set-up following this month’s local elec¬ 
tions. 

“The council’s Local Development Framework 
strategy clearly supports new development on the 
land, so the real worry we have is that the adminis¬ 
tration will populate its new planning committee 



with councillors willing to toe the party line and pass 
the plans regardless of the level of opposition,” he 
added. 

“But even if some feel as though it’s already a 
done deal, we are determined to fight to the bitter 
end and give the developers a real run for their 
money.” 

The demonstration received high-profile backing 
from Harlow MP Rob Halfon, who addressed the 
group ahead of the march. Conservative councillors 
Sue Livings and Joel Charles also attended to show 
their support for the protestors. 

Mr Halfon told the Star this week: “Like many 
residents of Harlow I have concerns about over 
development and preserving the original design prin¬ 
ciples of Harlow, like the green wedges, that make 
our town unique. I have made these feelings clear to 
the council and also to the developers. 

“For over 10 years I have campaigned to protect 
the green spaces in Harlow and for local people to

have a genuine say in decision-making.” 

He added: “Clearly the developers want to devel¬ 
op the land and ultimately this will be a decision for 
the planning committee at Harlow Council. But I 
will continue to raise residents’ concerns with them, 
as I have done for several months.” 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said the authority 
was currently scrutinising the proposals after receiv¬ 
ing an outline planning application from the devel¬ 
opment consortium behind the plans. 

“This is a major application and currently officers 
are studying the supporting documentations and are 
waiting for the responses from the various statutory 
bodies,” he said. 

“The council treats all applications in accordance 
with planning law and all are judged on their indi¬ 
vidual merits. 

“The planning committee is made up of council¬ 
lors across all parties and is open and transparent in 
its decision-making.”

me little girl’ the whole time but I 
can’t remember that. I was so 
numb that I don’t really know 
how I felt. 

“I just think that it was fate that I 
had decided to go into the 
supermarket at that time and fate 
that something inside made me 
act.” 

Kianna, who was taken to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital, has 
since been discharged but is still 
undergoing ongoing medical tests. 
Ms Shaw (38), of Bush Fair, said 
Mandy was a hero for saving her 
daughter’s life. 

“I can’t thank her enough,” she 
said. “When Kianna went blue I 
was just hysterical and didn’t 
know what do. 

“I was convinced I’d lost her. I 
can’t explain the relief I felt when 
I first heard that cry. It was so 
lucky that Mandy was there and 
acted the way she did.” 

Sergeant Chris Gould, of Essex 
Police, praised Mandy for her 
swift action. “I have spoken to 
and personally thanked her for her 
quick thinking which helped to 
revive the baby,” he said.

Police arrest teenager after sex 
assault near Staple Tye shops 
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A TEENAGE boy has been arrested by 
police investigating allegations that a wo¬ 
man was sexually assaulted in the early 
hours of Tuesday. 

The incident is said to have happened at 
around 12.50am in a pathway linking the 
Finchmoor estate and Southern Way oppo¬ 
site the Staple Tye shopping centre. 

The victim, a local woman in her 40s, 
had been walking to her home. 

A police cordon was set up around the 
crime scene on Tuesday morning as investi¬ 


gating officers gathered evidence. 

The 17-year-old boy, from Harlow, was 
arrested and questioned later the same day 
and was being held in police custody as the 
Star went to press 

Police have asked for anyone with infor¬ 
mation about the attack or who may have 
seen a group of people sitting and chatting 
together on a grass verge near the crime 
scene prior to the incident to contact 
Detective Inspector Martin Read at Harlow 
CID on 0300 333 4444.

Woman stole 
from home of 
confused OAP 


A CALLOUS thief who stole 
from the home of an elderly 
Alzheimer’s sufferer after 
finding her lost and confused 
in a Harlow street has been 
spared a jail sentence. 

Instead, a judge at Chelmsford 
Crown Court gave Melanie King 
(30) a 12-month suspended sentence 
and ordered her to attend six months 
of drug rehabilitation. 

The court was told King, of no 
fixed address, and accomplice Paul 
Stallman (33), of The Hides, found 
the 84-year-old woman wandering in 
the street. 

After taking their victim back to 
her home, King then helped herself

to jewellery and cash she found in 
the house. Stallman later pawned 
some of the stolen property. 

Noel Caset, prosecuting, said: 
“Both defendants had been seen by 
neighbours who had been con¬ 
cerned, especially when they were 
seen escorting her back and King 
was seen in the kitchen. They were 
concerned, rightly so.” 

Describing it as a “horrible” case, 
judge Anthony Goldstaub told the 
pair: “You went to her home where 
she should have been safe. It was her 
safe haven. 


“Old people, particularly old peo¬ 
ple suffering from problems such as 
this, deserve protection from the 
courts and they will get that.” 

However, he added that King and 
Stallman had been motivated by 
their use of drugs and had not 
planned the theft. 

He said King, who pleaded guilty 
to burglary, had already served the 
equivalent of a 12-month jail sen¬ 
tence on remand while waiting for 
the case to come to court. 

Stallman, who pleaded guilty to 
handling stolen goods, was given a 
six-month suspended prison sen¬ 
tence and also ordered to undertake 
drug rehabilitation.

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Springsteen 
fan in court 
for breaking 
noise order 

THE music of American rocker 
Bruce Springsteen has cost a 
Harlow man more than £1,000 
after he was found guilty of 
breaching a noise abatement 
notice by belting out the 
star's hits at ear-splitting 
volume. 

Alan Howorth (62) had already 
been served with a noise 
abatement notice last 
December at his home in 
Guilfords following complaints 
from neighbours. 

But just one month later 
environmental health officers

returned to the property after 
receiving further complaints 
from people living nearby. 
Harlow magistrates were told 
the officers heard Springsteen 
hits including Dancing In The 
Dark and Born In The USA 
being played at excessive 
volume. 

Howorth was found guilty in 
his absence of breaching the 
abatement notice and fined 
£500 with £588.42 costs and 
a £15 victim surcharge. 

Tony Hall, chairman of Harlow 
Council's environment policy 
working group, said: "Fans are 
used to Bruce Springsteen's 
energetic and loud 
performances but they prefer 
to see that spectacle in a 
stadium rather than a housing 
estate. 

"Mr Howorth ignored earlier 
polite reguests to turn the 
volume down, so I fear he was 
born to run into trouble when 
he kept it up." 


Tories hold on as Lib 
Dem vote collapses

THE Conservatives have retained control 
of Harlow Council despite Labour taking 
seven of the 11 seats up for grabs in Thurs¬ 
day’s local elections. 

It was a bad night for the Liberal Democrats 
who lost two seats in Bush Fair and Mark Hall to 
Labour and saw their vote crumble across the 
town. 

The Tories held Church Langley, Great Parndon 
and Old Harlow and won the vacant Sumners & 
Kingsmoor seat previously held by former 
Conservative councillor Sarah Dangerfield, 
despite strong competition from Labour. 

But Labour did pick up the Staple Tye seat left 
vacant by the resignation of former Tory council¬ 
lor Lee Dangerfield and the party also held on to 
its seats in Harlow Common, Little Parndon & 
Hare Street, Netteswell and Toddbrook. 

The results leave the Conservatives as the 
majority party with 17 seats. Labour have 14 and 
the Lib Dems just two. 

Conservative group leader Andrew Johnson, 
who was re-elected in Church Langley with a 
comfortable majority of 818, told the Star he was 
pleased with the outcome. 

“There were no great surprises for us,” he said. 
“Labour spent most of the run-up to the elections 
telling us how we were going to lose control of the 
council, but we were always confident our vote 
would hold up across the town. 

“Although Labour have made gains, they won 
two seats from the Lib Dems and one of the two 
vacant seats. They haven’t caused us any great 
upsets and we’re now looking forward to getting 
on with the job the people of Harlow have entrust¬ 
ed us to do.” 

Labour leader Mark Wilkinson, who held his 
Harlow Common seat with a majority of 211, said 
he was “over the moon” with his party’s perform¬ 
ance. 

“It would have been the icing on the cake to 
knock the Tories off their perch but it was a fan¬ 
tastic night for Labour in Harlow nonetheless,” he 
said. 

“We have put real pressure on the Tories and 
we’ll be looking to build on our gains ahead of 
next year’s elections when we hope to take control 
of the council. 

“We’re in a much stronger position than last 
year but we have to recognise that we’re still an 
opposition party and as such we will continue to 
fight back against the Tory-sanctioned cuts being 
made to services across the town.” 

Retiring Liberal Democrat group leader Chris 
Millington remained philosophical about his

I was ill for years... 
then they found why 


IT was six years ago that, 
after returning home from 
a day’s work feeling so ill 
she could barely move, 
Nicki Walker decided 
enough was enough. 

The 44-year-old, of Longbanks, 
Harlow, had suffered the same 
symptoms for years; constant 
stomach cramps, bloating, 
weight loss and severe fatigue. 

In the past doctors had 
diagnosed Nicki’s symptoms as 
a form of Irritable Bowel 
Syndrome and then later said 
she had aplastic anaemia, a more 
severe form of the low red blood 
cell condition. 

But despite following medical 
advice, Nicki did not feel any 
better. 

“I went to my doctor the next 
day and told them I wasn’t 
leaving until they referred me to 
someone else,” said Nicki. “I 
was booked an appointment with 
a gastroenterologist and straight 
away he said he thought I was 
coeliac.” 

After a simple blood test, the 
gastroenterologist’s suspicions 
were confirmed. Nicki had

coeliac disease, an auto immune 
condition triggered by the 
consumption of gluten, a protein 
found in foods such as wheat, 
barley and rye. 

“It was a relief when they 
actually found something,” said 
Nicki, “but further tests showed 
that by that time there had 
already been damage to my 
intestine and I had three stomach 
ulcers. They thought I’d had it 
for at least 20 years.” 

Statistics show that even though 
one in 100 people in the UK 
have coeliac disease, on average 
it takes about 13 years to be 
diagnosed. Many are initially 
told they suffer from IBS or 
wheat intolerance. 

Once diagnosed, sufferers must 
follow a strict gluten-free diet 
otherwise the disease could lead 
to infertility, osteoporosis or 
even bowel cancer. 

“At first it was quite hard to 
remove gluten from my diet, 
especially as there are so many 
products containing gluten that 



you wouldn’t expect,” said Nicki. 
“Crisps, sauces, beer - even my 
contraceptive pill was found to 
have gluten traces. 

“I am quite used to it now and 
although there are foods that I 
miss, my health is more 
important. The difference in how 
I now feel makes it all 
worthwhile.” 

Since Nicki was diagnosed 
several of her friends and even 
her father, Michael (68), have 
been tested after suffering similar 
symptoms and were found to be 
coeliac. 

“I would say to anyone that 
thinks they may have coeliac to 
just go to your doctors and ask 
for a test,” she said. “It’s a simple 
blood test and if you do have 
coeliac then it is so important to 
know to stop any more damage 
being done to your body.” 

As part of Coeliac Awareness 
Week, which starts on Monday, 
national charity Coeliac UK is 
encouraging people to take part 
in its Gluten-Free Challenge to 
raise awareness about coeliac 
disease.

Judge jails pair caught running cannabis farm 


TWO men who ran a cannabis 
farm have each been jailed for 
three years. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told that Stuart Ellis (39), of 
Longfield, Harlow, and Lee 
Bridger (42), of Matching Green, 
were involved in the production of 
drugs which would have been part 
of a £300,000 annual turnover. 

When police raided the premis¬ 


es at Little Canfield in January 
they found 209 cannabis plants 
worth about £50,000. 

Both Ellis and Bridger pleaded 
guilty to producing the drug. 

Samantha Lowther, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court: “There were 
seven rooms, each with a cultiva¬ 
tion set-up, and 209 plants were 
recovered.” 

Police also found special hydr¬ 


oponic lighting needed for the 
plants to grow. 

Ms Lowther said when officers 
found Ellis in the kitchen of the 
building he told them he was glad 
they had caught him. Bridger tried 
to flee but was apprehended. 

A search of Ellis’ home turned 
up £5,000 in cash and ducting 
used in the set-up. 

The court was told both defen¬ 


dants had previous convictions 
involving drugs, Ellis for smug¬ 
gling £100,000 worth of ecstasy 
through the Channel Tunnel. 

Jailing both men, judge Anth¬ 
ony Goldstaub told them: “It was 
a modest but nonetheless produc¬ 
tive cannabis factory. Your precise 
roles are unclear but you two are 
an established part of the drug 
framework.” 


Benefits ruling 
left me in tears 






VULNERABLE residents say they are 
struggling to feed themselves after having 
their disability benefits withdrawn as a 
result of Government reassessment tests. 

People claiming Incapacity Benefit and 
Employment and Support Allowance have spoken 
of their distress at being left unable to afford basic 
necessities because assessment tests under the 
coalition Government’s new Welfare Reform Bill 
have deemed them fit to work. 

One of them - Kerry O’Brien (37), of Milwards 
- was signed off from work by her doctor two years 
ago for severe depression, diabetes 
and degenerative osteoporosis. 
She said she was stunned to

that her benefits had 
been cancelled.

tears,” she said. “I’d had the ESA reassessment test 
two weeks before and it was absolutely ridiculous. 
It lasted about 15 minutes and consisted of a load 
of vague questions, being asked to raise both arms 
above my head and being told to lie down and lift 
my legs.” 

Kerry, who worked as a retail manager before 
falling ill, said she is now unable to pay her rent 
and utility bills or buy food. 

“I have had to apply for Jobseeker’s Allowance 
but that could take weeks. What am I supposed to 
do in the meantime? 

“The fact is that before I was signed off I worked 
every day of my life. I’m not one of these people 
that doesn’t want to go to work; I would love to be 
well enough to work.” 

Another resident, who wished to remain anony¬ 
mous, said her son who suffers from a chronic skin 
disorder had been asked to pick up a pencil during 
his assessment test. 

“It was basically a tick sheet, simply ludicrous,” 
she said. “There may be people who want easy 
access to money but not everyone in England is on 
the take. Surely such callous treatment to those 
who cannot defend themselves is in itself indefen¬ 
sible.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said he had “very 
serious concerns” about the new disability reassess¬ 
ments. “We may need to assess people for the ben¬ 
efits that they receive, but this should always be fair 
and humane,” he told the Star this week. 

“Disabled or ill people should be treated with 
dignity and respect. That is why in November last 
year I called for a debate in Parliament, in particu¬ 
lar around the maladministration of benefit checks, 
as a number of Harlow residents had been mistreat¬ 


ed.”

OAP died from burns injuries 
suffered during fire at home 

AN elderly woman died after her dressing gown caught fire 
while she was cooking on a gas stove at home, an inquest has 
heard. 

Maureen Downes (84) suffered 70 per cent burns to her 
arms, chest and back after accidentally knocking a pan of hot 
water over herself on January 18 this year. 

Essex coroner Caroline Beasley-Murray was told at last 
Wednesday's hearing in Chelmsford that the dressing gown the 
pensioner was wearing then caught fire from the gas hob in the 
kitchen of her home in Sakins Court. 

Mrs Downes, who lived alone and suffered from rheumatoid 
arthritis among other complaints, was taken by paramedics to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital in Harlow and then transferred to 
the specialist burns unit at Chelsea & Westminster Hospital. 

The inquest heard there were no beds available at the 
Broomfield Hospital burns unit in Chelmsford, which is consid¬ 
erably closer to Harlow. 

Mrs Downes died in hospital on February 11. The cause of 
death was recorded as extensive burns and a blood clot in the 
lung. 

An investigation by Essex Fire and Rescue Service estab¬ 
lished that the fire was an accident and the coroner recorded 
a verdict of accidental death. 


Muggers steal 
mobile phone 

POLICE are appealing for 
information after a man was 
assaulted and robbed in 
Harlow. 

The incident happened in 
the early hours of Saturday 
as the victim walked along 
the cycle path near 
Westfield. 

He was approached from 
behind by two men who 
grabbed his throat and 
pinned him to the floor 
before stealing his mobile 
phone and wallet.

Jill said that Sarah, who was then aged 
10 and is pictured on the end left, was 
also excited about meeting the boxing 
legend, although unfortunately ended 
up being quite embarrassed at the 
encounter. 

“He had been really good with the 


girls who were all younger members 
of the majorette group and spent quite 
a lot of time chatting with them,” said 
Jill.

Fighting the threat 
to town's character 

SIR, Tony Hall is right to draw attention to 
the fact that Harlow ‘New Town’, as it was 
originally called, was built in a rural area in 
the face of opposition from residents 
( Letters , April 28). 

But those were post-war days when, not so 
long before, we had seen whole cities in 
Britain, Germany and across the world 
destroyed. There was a desperate need for 
reconstruction. 

Harlow Development Corporation oversaw 
the building of the town and ensured that 
there was a careful balance of housing with 
the provision of shops, schools and other 
facilities, not to mention the green wedges. 
This was a far cry from being one huge 
council estate. 

Unfortunately, recent construction has been 
developer-led. There has been little account 
taken of the character of the existing town. 
The overriding principle has been to make 
money for the developer. 

Large multi-national retailers have been 
allowed to build huge stores which draw the 
shoppers away from the original shopping 
centres, something the development 
corporation would never have permitted. 
Restaurants and cinemas have followed the 
superstores, further eroding the town centre. 
The council, no matter which political party 
has been in power, has played its part in the 
erosion of the town by neglecting its 
buildings so that it becomes uneconomic to 
repair them. 

If ever there was a need for a civic society 
to try to protect what is left of the original 
vision of the ‘New Town’ it is now.

Harlow Civic Society is opposed to the idea 
that the town should become a growth point 
for urban sprawl which is why we object to 
the development of 1,200 dwellings north of 
Gilden Way and building over our green 
wedges. 

We are deeply concerned about the need to 
provide homes, above all for people on 
Harlow Council’s waiting list, but very few 
of these will have the means to buy even the 
so-called ‘affordable’ properties’ if they are 
built.

Ambulance 
honour for 
selfless CJ

A DEVOTED teenager 
who has helped care for 
his seriously ill mother 
for years has received 
rcognition for his hard 
work. 

Despite having no formal 
training, CJ Huggett (15) of 
Copshall Close, Harlow, regu¬ 
larly carries out potentially 
life-saving first aid to his 
mother Sharron (53), who 
suffers frequent seizures and 
often needs emergency atten¬ 
tion. 

The Passmores School 
pupil’s medical techniques, 
which he says he learnt from 
television and his time as a 
Scout, were first noticed 
when emergency ambulance 
technician Steve Youens 
attended the family’s home in 
February after Sharron had 
suffered a fit. 

“Sharron has needed 
ambulance care dozens and 
dozens of times,” Steve said. 
“When I attended, CJ explai¬ 
ned what happened and how 
he helped her. Sharron said he 
was a godsend. 

“He’s never had proper 


training and has never been 
properly recognised for what 
he does, so I thought we could 
do something about it.” 

CJ, who was presented 
with a certificate of commen¬ 
dation from the East of 
England Ambulance Service, 
said he was a little embar¬ 
rassed but very proud. 

“When she has a seizure, I 
talk to her and if she doesn’t 
respond I make sure the area 


is safe, put her in the recovery 
position and call 999,” he 
said. 

“I’m proud to be a carer 
and it’s something I might do 
when I’m older. I might even 
join the ambulance service 
but they’ll have to change the 
green uniform first!” 

Sharron added: “He does 
an awful lot for me and I’m so 
proud of him. He really is a 
wonderful son.”

The terrified residents of the capital should 
be no match for slavering beasties with 
luminous fangs, except the invaders don’t 
count on local knife-wielding hoodies with a 
serious attitude problem. 

The wolf-like creatures soon realise that their 
devastating speed and strength are no match 
for the lads whose merciless fighting 
instincts have been honed on PlayStation 
and Xbox. 

Trainee nurse Sam (Jodie Whittaker) is 
mugged on her way home by wayward lads 
Moses (John Boyega), Pest (Alex Esmail), 
Dennis (Franz Drameh), Jerome (Leeon 
Jones) and Biggz (Simon Howard). But the 
assault is cut short by a meteor shower and 
when the youths investigate they come face 
to snout with a creature from another world. 
They slay the snarling beastie and drag its 
lifeless, furry carcass to the top floor drug 
den run by Hi-Hatz (Jumayn Hunter) and his 
layabout door man, Ron (Nick Frost). 

And when a second downpour of meteors 
heralds more creatures, the lads gleefully 
grab weapons and leap onto the bicycles 
and mopeds. 

Attack The Block has the potential to be one 
of the surprise hits of the summer, boasting 
some energetic action sequences in and 
around the tower block as well as hilarious 
one-liners. 

Cornish plays loose and fast with 
conventions of the genre and doesn't think 
twice about sacrificing some of his young 
protagonists to the creatures to underline the 
clear and present danger. Transforming 
young people who are demonised by society 
into the unlikely saviours of the hour is a 
nice touch. 

In space no one can hear you scream but in 
south London they can. They just choose to 
ignore you.

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I N the past, if you 
wanted an affordable 
runabout you had to 
compromise. Refinement, 
cabin quality, performance 
and equipment levels were 
never great. 

Recently things have started to 
change for the better. Factor in 
buyers downsizing and it’s 
good to see manufacturers 
upping their game. 

Some have responded more 
quickly than others, with 
Korean firm Kia surprising 
industry observers with its all 
new Picanto. The outgoing car 
has been a huge success, but it 
remains a genuine budget car - 
there’s a big step from this to 
Kia’s family hatch C’eed, for 
instance. 

Not anymore, as the company 
has delivered a new Picanto 
boasting greater levels of 
refinement, a more dynamic 
on-road performance, improved 
cabin and boot space, family 
car-levels of safety kit and 
economy and emissions low 
enough to rival anything with 
a Bluemotion badge. 

Essentially this latest 
generation Picanto is a mature 
and sophisticated 
interpretation of the classic 
city car. It’s still small enough 
to drive around town and slot 
into those impossibly small 
parking spaces, but now it has 
the ride and handling qualities 
of something much bigger. 


The same is true of the car’s 
cabin, which is now more 
accommodating and furnished 
with noticeably higher grade 
materials. It’s also a more 
stylish environment, which 
does much to distance the 
Picanto from the 
unadventurous stereotype of 
Korean cars of old. 

Style-wise, this Picanto could 
never be described as 
unadventurous. Clearly 
influenced by Kia’s Sportage 
SUV, the Picanto’s bold looks 
demonstrate the newfound 
confidence of the firm’s design 
team. 

There will be no mistaking this 
car’s fuss-free sheetmetal and 
bold nose treatment for 
anything else in the 
supermarket car park. Getting 
younger buyers into the 
Picanto is priority right now 
and Kia executives make no 
excuses for the car’s striking 
appearance. 


At the Picanto’s core is a duo of 
small capacity petrol engines 
and impressive headline 
economy and emissions 
figures. 

UK buyers will get a choice of 
1.0-litre and 1.2-litre units with 
a five-speed manual gearbox 
and the option of a four-speed 
auto. In standard trim the 
three-cylinder 1.0 motor emits 
just 99g/km CO 2 , with the 
bigger engine emitting 
105g/km. Power output is 69 
and 85 horsepower respectively 
while economy for the 1.0-litre 
lump is 67.2mpg and 62.7mpg 
for the 1.2 

The inclusion of stop-start 
technology knocks four points 
off the three-pot engine’s 
rating and, although 
impressive, don’t expect to see 
the technology on all the cars. 
The Picanto already breaks the 
magic lOOg/km figure, and the 
cost of the stop-start kit could 
be used to offer a different 


alloy wheel choice or other 
similarly priced creature 
comforts. 

In practice the 1.0-litre Picanto 
will surprise many with its 
ability to keep pace with 
traffic, hold its own at 
motorway speeds and tackle 
corners with the maturity of 
something produced closer to 
home. Kia’s little city car is 
now all grown up and its 
overall performance is easily a 
match for anything in the same 
class from Europe. 

What’s most impressive is that 
three-cylinder motor. A willing 
performer that never becomes 
raucous even when pushed 
hard, its flexible nature 
ensures smooth progress at 
urban speeds and there’s 
always enough in reserve for 
the occasional traffic light 
grand prix and out of town 
adventure. 

The 1.2-litre car offers a little 
more power and might be 


suited to anyone who regularly 
ventures outside the city 
limits. In practice the 
performance gain is a small 
one and, besides, the plucky 
three-cylinder motor sounds 


For many, the ownership 
experience will be just as 
important and with Kia 
offering three trim levels it’s 
unlikely that you’ll be short of 
choice. Aside from the usual 
suspects - power steering, 
remote locking, anti-lock 
brakes - depending on the trim 
level you can expect to see the 
likes of electric windows and 
mirrors, air-con, alloy wheels 
and an audio unit including 
MP3 player connectivity. 

Kia’s now famous, and 
generous, warranty is another 
plus that shouldn’t be forgotten 
and there’s the Picanto’s seven 
- yes, seven - airbags. Granted, 
you hope to never use them but 
that’s still a few more than 
most and enough to rival a 
£60,000 BMW. 

For a small car Kia’s Picanto 
makes a big impression. And 
while that’s partly down to its 
looks, on closer inspection 
you'll see a mature city car 
with the ability to travel much 
further than just to the shops 
and back. 

Bang up to date in terms of kit 
and performance, emissions 
and economy couldn't be better. 
With the Picanto, Kia’s desire 
to make waves in the European 
small car market has only just 
begun.

Cooper was a charming 
man to meet, a modest pro¬ 
fessional sportsman - 
arguably a rare breed in 
this day and age. 

Cooper was best known 
for knocking down 
Muhammad Ali, then 
known as Cassius Clay, at 
Wembley Stadium in 1963. 

He floored Ali in the 
fourth round with ‘Enry’s 
’Ammer’ - his trademark 
left hook. 

But Ali was saved by the 
bell. 

The American later said 
that Cooper’s punch was 
the hardest he had ever 
been hit in his career. 

Cooper, who became Sir 



Henry in 2000, triumphed 
as British, Commonwealth, 
European and Empire 
heavyweight champion. 

He is the only man to 
have won three Lonsdale 
belts. 

He also twice won the 
BBC Sports Personality of 
the Year award. 

Cooper retired from 
boxing in 1971. 

But it is his role with the 
President’s Sporting Club, 
based in Harlow, that has 
brought him into this neck 
of the woods from his Kent 
home on numerous occa¬ 
sions for its charity events. 

Jackson recalled: 
“Henry started attending our 
boxing evenings in 1985 
and in total attended 33 
evenings to support us. The 
last occasion was at The 
President’s Sporting Club 
at The Manor of Groves in 
November 2010 when it 
was apparent he had been 
unwell. 

“I have received numer¬ 
ous calls from members of 
the club, officials from 
boxing clubs and 
even ‘Dave’ who regularly 
drove Cooper to our 
events, saying how sad 
they all are to have heard 
the news that Sir Henry has 
passed away. 

“Obviously I have been 
very fortunate to have 
enjoyed the company of Sir 
Henry on numerous occa¬ 
sions.”

THE future of Harlow Hockey 
Club remains in the balance - 
with a new site for home 
matches still undecided for 
next season. 

Harlow had played at Passmores 
School in Tendring Road since the 
artificial surface was constructed in 
2001 . 

However, the club cannot use this 
pitch from next season as Passmores 
will be in its new home on the Brays 
Grove School site in Tracyes Road after 
the completion of a multi-million pound 
project. 

The old Tendring Road site is then set 
to close and is expected to be redevel¬ 
oped. 

Harlow HC has two men’s teams, two 
women’s sides and one mixed team. 

Although the Tracyes Road complex 
will have a new artificial pitch, it is 
unsuitable for hockey. 

One thing seems certain - Harlow HC 
will no longer be playing inside the 
town. 

Leventhorpe School in 

Sawbridgeworth appears the best - and 
closest - option. 

John Warner School in Hoddesdon is 
also a possibility. 

Harlow HC chairperson Linda

Rowley told the Star: “We are waiting 
for an answer from Leventhorpe. They 
have just built a new sports facility. 

“John Warner is a possibility, but we 
are more likely to get players from 
Leventhorpe.” 

She added: “Even if we get the new 
facility we have to get it approved as 
[the women’s teams are] in an Essex 
League and [Leventhorpe] is in 
Hertfordshire. The men [in the East 
Hockey League] would also have to tell 
their League.” 

Rowley admits she is extremely dis¬ 
appointed that competitive hockey can 
no longer be played in Harlow. “It will 
not attract youngsters. When we were 
[playing] at Bishop’s Stortford [prior to 
2001] we could look forward to 
Passmores,” she said. 

“The pitch at Brays Grove can only be 
used for football. The grass is coarse 
and much longer. It’s ridiculous that a 
town as big as Harlow does not have an 
Astroturf [suitable for hockey].” 

Rowley said the club had considered 
a move to Redbridge but this was 
deemed too far by members and could 
only be sustainable in the short term. 


“You could manage for one season at 
Redbridge, but people would start to 
drift away,” she said. 

Harlow’s move away from its 
Tendring Road base comes after less 
than 10 years of it being established. 

Harlow originally played matches on 
grass pitches at Marigolds in 
Chippingfield Road, Old Harlow, but 
was forced off when the hockey leagues 
insisted clubs play on all-weather sur¬ 
faces. 

It moved to Bishop’s Stortford in the 
1990s and played matches at Bishop’s 
Stortford College prior to the switch to 
Passmores School. 

Sport England provided significant 
funding for this facility which was put 
up on the understanding it would last 
longer than it has done. 

Rowley added: “Sport England have 
written to Essex County Council about 
this and about the provision of hockey in 
Harlow.” 

An Essex County Council spokesper¬ 
son said: “Essex County Council is in 
discussions with Harlow Hockey Club 
to ensure that they are still able to prac¬ 
tise and play hockey in the area, no deci¬ 
sions have been made at this stage.” 

A decision on what to do with the old 
Tendring Road complex has not yet 
been made by county councillors.
